MINUTES  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  GILSUM 
MARCH  11,  1997 


Moderator  Ernest  Peter  opened  the  meeting  at  7:45  p.m.  with  a  moment  of  silent  prayer. 
George  Navish  then  led  us  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag.  Moderator  Peter  said 
that  there  were  22  new  registered  voters,  which  gave  us  418  registered  oters  out  of 
whom  193  voted,  which  is  a  46%  return. 

The  results  of  the  election  are  as  follows: 

Selectman  for  Two  Years:  Robert  Blouin  received  6  votes;  Ralph  Jernberg  received  5 
votes,  and  Clem  Lounder  received  4  votes.  Those  in  the  three  category  were:  Michael 
Klein,  Steve  Ackerman;  those  in  the  two  category  were:  Ed  Perra,  Joyce  Jernberg,  John

Those  who  were  elected  and  present  at  the  Meeting,  and  accepting  the  positions,  stood  and 
were  sworn  in  at  that  time  before  the  Moderator  as  he  read  the  Oath  of  Office.  Those 
sworn  in  were:  Joan  Miller,  Barbara  Ward,  Karen  Bowen,  Dawn  Symonds,  and  Judith 
Peter. 

There  was  a  moment  of  silence,  in  memory  of  Robert  Pratt  and  Mildred  McHoul. 

Michael  Klein  was  applauded  for  his  work  and  dedication  with  "The  Gilsum  Bridge"  (town 
newsletter). 

The  results  of  the  Zoning  questions: 

Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  #1 ,  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Gilsum 
Zoning  Ordinance,  as  follows:  To  amend  Article  V,  Board  of  Adjustment,  by  adding  a  new 
section  F,  that  would  set  forth  standards  for  the  board  to  follow  when  reviewing  special 
exemption  applications  for  communication  towers. 

Passed:  141  voted  in  favor;  34  opposed. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  #2,  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Gilsum 
Zoning  Ordinance,  as  follows:  To  replace  the  term  "Communication  Tower"  found  in 
Article  II,  Paragraph  6.D.  with  "Wireless  Communication  Facility"  and  add  a  definition 
for  the  new  term.  Passed:  143  voted  in  favor;  33  opposed. 


The  results  of  the  Gilsum  Library  Allocation  of  Funds  question:  "Shall  we  permit  the 
public  library  to  retain  all  money  it  receives  from  its  income-genera-ting  equipment  to 
be  used  for  general  repairs  and  upgrading  and  for  the  purchase  of  books,  supplies  and 
income-generating  equipment?"  Passed:  181  voted  in  favor;  5  opposed. 

Article    1 .     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$20.000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  COMMUNITY  CENTER  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  1  was  moved  by  John  Calhoun  and  seconded  by  Karen  Bowen. 

Article  1  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

Article    2.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  purpose  of  an  existing  FIRE 
TRUCK  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  the  RESCUE  VEHICLE  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  2  was  moved  by  Mr.  Ackerman  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Bunker.  Lois 
Hastings  asked  how  much  was  in  the  Fire  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  and  William 
Hasbrouck  stated  that  there  was  $2,253.47.  There  was  no  further  discussion. 

Article  2  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

Article    3.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6.000  to 
purchase  a  used  rescue  vehicle  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  Two  Thousand  dollars 
($2,000.00)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  that  purpose.  The  balance  of  up 
to  Four  Thousand  dollars  is  to  come  from  general  taxation. 

Article  3  was  moved  by  Mr.  Young  and  seconded  by  Barbara  Navish.  There  was  no 
discussion.  Article  3  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

Article    4.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sume  of  $2,000 
to  be  placed  in  the  expendable  Trust  Fund  used  as  a  Health  Insurance/Retirement 
Program  for  full-time  employees.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  act  as  the  Agent  to 
expend/administer  this  program. 

Article  4  was  moved  by  Valerie  Piedmont,  seconded  by  Judith  Peter.  There  was 
no  discussion.  Article  4  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

Article    5.     To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  expenses;  and  to  act  in  any 
manner  relating  thereto. 

Article  5  was  moved  by  John  Calhoun  and  seconded  by  Dawn  Symonds.  Moderator 
Peter  asked  if  there  were  any  requests  that  the  budget  be  reviewed  on  a  line-by-line 
measure  and  approved  of  each  item.  He  asked  if  there  were  any  concerns  regarding  the 
budget  and  if  approving  the  budget  as  a  whole  was  agreeable  at  this  time.  Mr.  Klein  mo- 
tioned that  the  budget  be  amended  to  include  the  $1,500  for  the  purpose  of  updating  the 
next  chapter  of  the  Master  Plan.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Malott.  It  was  asked  why  the  budget 
committee  had  not  recommended  that  the  $1,500  be  added  to  the  budget  and  Mr.  Calhoun 
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explained  that  when  the  matter  came  before  the  Budget  Committee,  there  was  not  a  re- 
presentative of  the  Planning  Board  present  to  review  the  matter  with  them  and  therefore 
they  chose  to  wait  until  the  Town  Meeting  for  the  decision,  no  prejudice.  Mrs.  Hall  asked 
that  an  explanation  of  the  Master  Plan  be  given  and  Mr.  Klein  gave  an  explanation  of  the 
work  being  done  by  the  Zoning  Board*  on  the  updating  of  the  Master  Plan  and  the  purpose 
and  benefits  thereof. 

A  vote  by  a  show  of  hands  was  taken  on  the  budget  amendment  to  add 
$1,500  to  the  budget  for  the  Zoning  Board*  to  continue  with  the  updating  of  another 
chapter  to  the  Master  Plan  and  passed  by  a  majority  vote. 

Moderator  Peter  asked  if  there  was  any  other  issue  regarding  the  budget  which 
anyone  felt  the  need  of  an  explanation. 

Mr.  Hasbrouck  motioned  that  the  budget  be  amended  to  add  the  amount  of  $1,000 
and  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Klein. 

Mr.  Hasbrouck  stated  that  the  $1,000  would  be  up  front  monies  to  show  good 
faith  regarding  the  town's  application  for  the  grant  to  do  the  research  on  the  waste  water 
treatment  plant  (municipal  septic  system).  The  location  were  discussed  and  the  pros 
and  cons  of  a  waste  water  treatment  center  (municipal  septic  system)  was  discussed. 
Mr.  Klein  also  pointed  out  that  if  the  Town  did  not  receive  the  $12,000  grant,  then  the 
Town  did  not  lose  the  $1,000.  Mr.  Klein  pointed  out  that  this  new  system  would 
increase  the  marketability  of  the  homes  in  the  village. 

The  question  of  fees  for  the  homeowners  was  brought  up,  whether  it  was  a  one- 
time fee  or  a  monthly,  or  yearly  fee.  Mr.  Hasbrouck  stated  that  the  fees  would  be  on- 
going, year  to  year  and  that  he  had  no  idea  what  the  hook-up  fee  would  be  but  that  the 
study  would  answer  a  lot  of  these  concerns.  Ms.  Hall  asked  why  the  new  Community 
Center  was  necessary  if  the  waste  water  treatment  (community  septic  system)  was 
going  to  be  installed  in  the  future.  There  was  a  brief  explanation  given  by  Mr.  Young, 
stating  that  the  estimated  cost  to  the  bring  the  present  building  (Town  Hall)  up  to  code 
was  approximately  $200,000. 

Mr.  Calhoun  moved  that  the  Town  approve  a  budget  as  amended  in  the  amount  of 
$308,183.00  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business  as  previously  discussed.  Seconded 
by  Mr.  Malott.  Article  5  was  passed  by  a  show  of  hands.

Article    6.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Gilsum  Library  Trustees  to  accept 
gifts  of  personal  property,  other  than  cash,  to  the  Town  for  any  public  purposes.   This  authori- 
zation in  accordance  with  RSA  31 :95-e  shall  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  a  vote  of  the 
Town  Meeting. 

Article  6  was  moved  by  Mr.  Malott  and  seconded  by  Judith  Peter.  There  was  no  discus- 
sion. Article  6  was  passed  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

Article    7.     Shall  the  town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  202-A:4-c  providing  that  any  town 
at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt  an  article  indefinitely. 

Article  7  was  moved  by  Mr.  Young  and  seconded  by  Valerie  Piedmont.  There  was  no  dis- 
cussion. Article  7  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article    8.     Shall  we  modify  the  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax  in  the  Town  of  Gilsum, 
based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers  to  be  as  follows:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up 
to  75  years,  $15,000;  for  a  person  75  years  up  to  80  years,  $20,000;  for  a  person  80  years 
of  age  or  older,  $25,000.   To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for 
at  least  5  years,  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by 
such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.   In  addition,  the  tax- 
payer must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than  $15,000  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income 
of  less  than  $21 ,000;  and  own  assets  not  in  excess  of  $40,000  excluding  the  value  of  the  per- 
son's residence.  (By  ballot) 

Article  8  was  moved  by  Ms.  Livingston  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Duston.  Ms.  Livingston  had  a 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  portion  stating  "having  been  married  at  least  5  years"  was 
discriminatory.   She  stated  that  there  were  quite  a  lot  of  elderly  low  income  people  who  shared 
quarters,  partly  because  of  the  loss  of  social  security  and  the  affect  it  would  have  on  taxes.   Mr. 
Hasbrouck  stated  that  this  would  be  something  that  would  have  to  be  taken  up  with  the  State 
Legislation.   Mr.  Peter  questioned  if  the  state  had  mandated  this  exact  wording  and  Mr.  Has- 
brouck said  yes.   Mrs.  Livingston  asked  when  and  it  was  stated  that  it  happened  within  the  last 
year.    Ms.  Livingston  asked  if  this  "married  for  5  years"  phrase  had  been  in  the  statement  of 
how  people  are  eligible  for  tax  relief.    Representative  Pratt  responded  he  thought  that  the  lan- 
guage was  that  if  the  property  is  owned  by  the  spouse  then  you  and  the  spouse  must  have  been 
married  for  5  years,  this  would  be  if  the  property  is  not  jointly  owned.    He  also  stated  that  it 
now  includes  social  security  in  your  income  statement,  and  that  is  why  the  income  has  been 
changed;  it  was  his  suspicion  that  it  was  much  less  than  the  $15,000/$21,000. 

Article  8  was  passed  by  a  ballot  of  35  for,  and  0  against. 

Article    9.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  9  was  moved  by  Ms.  Livingston  and  seconded  by  Ms.  Molesky.  There  was  no 
discussion.  Article  9  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article     10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  permits,  without 
charge,  for  the  supervised  activities  held  on  the  Town  Parade  Grounds  or  the  Ralph  "Biggie" 
Jernberg  Baseball  Fields,  said  permits  to  include  the  erection  of  temporary  structures. 

Article  10  was  moved  by  Mr.  Molesky  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Fleischmann.  There  was  no 
discussion.  Article  10  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article     11 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  open  new 
funds  that  may  arise  during  the  year. 
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Article  1 1  was  moved  by  Mr.  Mercer  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Ackerman.  There  was  no 
discussion.  Article  1 1  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  on 
behalf  of  the  Town,  gifts,  legacies,  and  devises  made  to  the  Town  for  any  public  purpose,  as 
permitted  by  RSA  31:19. 

Article  1 2  was  moved  by  Denise  McFarland  and  seconded  by  Dawn  Symonds.  There  was 
no  discussion.  Article  12  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article     13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  Town  by  tax  collector's  deed.   Such  property  may  be  sold  by  advertised  sealed 
bids,  or  may  be  otherwise  disposed  of  as  justice  may  require,  pursuant  to  RSA  80:80.   The 
Selectmen  are  authorized  to  convey  properties  deeded  to  the  Town  by  tax  lien  back  to  the  original 
owner,  upon  payment  of  all  outstanding  tax  liabilities,  including  interest  at  the  statutory  rate 
from  the  date  of  deeding  to  the  Town  to  the  date  of  full  payment  by  the  original  owner. 

Article  13  was  moved  by  Ms.  Livingston  and  seconded  by  Nancy  Petrillo.  There  was  no 
discussion.  Article  13  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  any  pieces  of  non- 
real  estate  property,  either  by  auction  or  private  sale,  said  property  to  be  advertised  for  three 
weeks  prior  to  sale. 

Article  14  was  moved  by  Mr.  Malott  and  seconded  by  Karen  Bowen.  There  was  no 
discussion.  Article  14  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article     15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or 
other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year,  in 
accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b. 

Article  15  was  moved  by  Mr.  Young  and  seconded  by  Ms.  Hall.  There  was  no  discussion. 
Article  15  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
take  charge  of  the  observation  of  Memorial  Day. 

Article  16  was  moved  by  Mr.  Ackerman  and  seconded  by  Ms.  Molesky.  There  was  no 
discussion.  Article  16  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

Article  17.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 
A  brief  discussion  of  the  possibility  of  getting  the  Town  Report  to  the  public  earlier  was  held. 

There  being  no  further  business,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  meeting  be  closed,  all  were 
in  favor.

Our  total  circulation  figure  for  the  year  1997  was  3793.  This  was  an  increase  of  600  loaned 
materials  over  the  previous  year.  Of  this  total,  1609  were  adults'  books,  1804  were  childrens' 
books,  306  were  magazines,  68  were  videos  and  6  were  puzzles. 

That  is  a  total  of  445 
library  card  holders. 

At  the  present  time  our  shelves  hold  more  than  9,000  cataloged  volumes.  In  addition  to  these, 
we  have  approximately  1 50  books  rented  fi-om  the  McNaughton  Book  Service.  We  also  have 
access  via  an  interlibrary  loan  to  most  any  book  you  might  like  to  read.  We  subscribe  to  25 
magazines,  many  of  which  are  gifts  to  the  library. 

Our  summer  reading  club  entitled  "Take  Us  to  Your  Readers"  was  enjoyed  by  many  of  the  local 
children.  The  winners  of  the  program  were  Bradley  May,  Rebecca  Reed,  Justin  Ware,  and  Jenny 
Scadova.  Honorable  mention  goes  to  the  Littell  Family  for  reading  more  than  124  books. 

In  October,  the  library  held  their  2nd  annual  yard  sale  to  benefit  the  library.  This  was  a  huge 
success.  The  proceeds  were  used  to  buy  books  for  our  young  adult  collection. 

The  weekly  story  time  for  preschoolers  was  held  during  the  school  year  with  Judy  Malott  as 
storyteller.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  3-6  are  encouraged  to  come  and  join  the  fiin.  The 
story  time  is  held  on  Wednesdays  mornings  fi^om  10:00-10:30. 

Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services  continues  to  ofiFer  fi-ee  blood  pressure  clinics  at  the 
library.  These  are  held  on  the  last  Monday  of  the  months  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 
There  is  also  a  flu  clinic  in  October. 

The  library  continues  to  offer  mine  maps,  mine  books,  Gilsum  postcards,  Gilsum  village  history 
maps,  and  the  reprinted  Gilsum  History  for  purchase.  Photocopy  Service  is  also  available. 

Book  donations  are  always  welcome.  Our  thanks  to  everyone  who  contributed  books  to  the 
library  in  the  past  year. 

Plan  to  visit  your  library  soon.  The  hours  are  Monday  and  Tuesday  fi-om  1 :30-3:30  and  6:00- 
8:00,  Wednesday  1:30-3:30  and  Saturday  10:00-12:00.

The  police  department  handled  the  majority  of  the  calls  for  the  town,  unless  otherwise  unavail- 
able [then]  State  Police  would  handle. 

The  police  department  is  badly  in  need  of  replacing  the  cruiser  it  currently  has.   The  cruiser  is 
a  1988  model  with  over  110,000  miles  on  it  and  is  rusting  out.   The  seat  belts  no  longer  work. 
The  windows  do  not  close  properly.  The  oil  pan  is  leaking.  The  air  condition  is  broken.  The 
seats  are  broken.  The  exhaust  is  leaking.  The  headlight  holder  has  rusted  out.  The  roof  leaks 
water  when  it  rains,  and  is  rusted  out.   Although  the  car  looks  ok  from  the  outside,  the  cruiser 
has  had  body  work  done  for  the  past  3  years  in  a  row  to  patch  up  the  rust  and  be  painted.  The 
Town  Police  has  2  options  for  a  new  car.* 

1 .  Lease  a  new  car,  1998  Chevy  Lumina,  for  about  $5,500  a  year  for  3  years,  then 
purchase  for  $1.00  at  the  end  of  the  3  years  (from  Wallers  Chevrolet  of  Keene). 

2.  Purchase  a  used  cruiser  for  about  $10,000  . 

These  are  the  2  options  the  Town  of  Gilsum  Police  has  come  up  with  for  the  taxpayers  to  decide 
on.

Ashuelot  Local  River  Advisory  Committee 

ACTTvny  During  1997 


The  Ashuelot  River  from  May  Pond  in  Washington  to  its  confluence  with  the  Connecticut  River 
in  Hinsdale  was  enrolled  in  the  NH  Rivers  Management  and  Protection  Program  by  the 
Legislature  in  1993.  Enrolhnent  was  based  on  support  of  the  program  by  towns  through  which 
the  Ashuelot  flows  and  on  documentation  of  river  corridor  resources.  The  program  established 
the  Ashuelot  Local  River  Advisory  Committee  (LAC)  for  the  purpose  of  providing  towns  with 
recommendations  for  protecting  or  otherwise  making  the  best  use  of  those  resources.  The 
Ashuelot  LAC  undertakes  this  project  with  the  philosophy  that  tlie  river  corridor  is  a  unique  and 
invaluable  feature  shared  by  residents  and  land  owners  througliout  its  reach  -  truly  a  public  asset. 

During  1997,  the  LAC  completed  draft  chapters  of  the  Plan  for  tlie  river  from  Washington 
through  Keenc.  The  draft  will  be  released  for  public  review  ajid  conunent  early  in  1998.  LAC 
members  will  meet  with  local  Conservation  Commissions  and  Planning  Boards  in  April,  May, 
and  June  to  discuss  and  possibly  revise  the  draft  Plan. 

The  Plan  presents  findings  and  recommendations  for  land  use  planning  and  resource 
conservation  in  the  Ashuelot  Corridor,  This  includes  protecting  historic  sites  and  natural  areas, 
ensuring  pollution  prevention  and  responsible  public  access,  and  balancing  river  bank  land 
owners'  needs  with  protection  of  the  public  resource.  Priority  issues  in  LAC  plan  are:  protection 
of  water  quality,  public  education  about  best  management  practices  for  use  of  fertilizers  and 
chemicals,  and  responsible  public  access. 

The  LAC  looks  forward  to  sharing  its  findings  with  the  river  community  and  discussing  plans  to 
protect  our  river  with  all  interested  parties.  The  LAC  also  hopes  to  become  a  resource  for 
information  and  advice  to  municipal  boards  and  private  land  owners  in  matters  of  River  Corridor 
protection.  Tlie  LAC  is  also  allowed  tlie  opportunity  to  review  and  comment  on  permits  for 
environmental  permits  within  the  Corridor,  but  witliout  intervention  authority. 

The  Ashuelot  LAC  meets  monthly  at  the  Southwest  Region  Plannmg  Commission.  For  further 
information  please  contact  me  or  Jeff  Porter,  SWRPC,  at  357-0557.  The  LAC  receives 
assistance  from  Soutliwest  Region  Planning  Commission  and  the  NH  Dept.  of  Environmental 
Services  Rivers  Program.
